On W ednesday 
Canfield arrived here w ith the girl and

field. 
Superintendent 
Newkirk,

th at would probably have lynched him. 
Ch a it lo ttk , Mich., Feb. 4.—Canfield 
was brought into the circuit court at 2 
o’clock p in., Tuesday and arraigned 
before .) udge I looker for feloniously and 
willfully and with malice aforethought 
choking and killing- 
Nellie Griffin. 
When asked 
by the court w hat he 
had to say to the charge, he replied: 
“Guilty, I expect.” Judge Hooker then 
sentenced him to the State prison a t ^ amend section 
Jackson, for the balance of his natural 
life. 
Sheriff Pollock took him to Jack- ? 
son at J o'clock. 
The m urderer received his sentence 
in stolid silence. 
His w atery blue eyes 
became a trifle more w atery than usual, 
and his hand clasped and unclasped 
nervously, but that was all. 
The re­ 
m ains of the m urdered girl were taken 
back to Coldwater Tuesday by Superin­ 
tendent N ew kirk and laid to rest near 
the school.

I had not seen lier before.

told Newkirk that I would guarantee her a 
good home. 
I took her and went to Jonesville 
Wednesday. 
From Jonesville I wont to Di­ 
mondale the same day. 
After we left the train 
at Dimondale we took the road for my home, a 
mile from Dimondale.

rison. We traveled the road together until we 
struck the woods that belong to Ed Beck­ 
with.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 4.—In the House 
Tuesday the Senate bill to prohibit tho 
sale of tobacco to minors under 16 years 
of age in the D istrict of Columbia was 
passed. 
The House then went into com m ittee 
of the whole on the diplomatic and con­ 
sular appropriation bill. 
Mr. McKenna 
(Cal.) replying to Mr. MoCreary’s (K y.) 
criticism s a few days ago of the Bar- 
rundia ease, defended the action of 
M inister Mizner in the m atter. 
If ha 
understood Mr. M izner’s situation ho 
was supjx.rted by every publicist of re­ 
pute. 
Mr. Mizner was his personal 
friend: he knew him ihtim ately. 
He 
wras a gentlem an of character, of ability 
and of courage. 
Mr. Dalzell (Pa.) came to the defense 
os Commander Melter. 
In due time he 
proposed to subm it some rem arks in 
support of these propositions: 
First, 
th a t the Secretary of the Navy had rfo 
right under the law to adm inister a 
public reprim and to*Commander Reiter, 
as he had done, by the insulting letter 
published in the press; second, that 
R eiter and Mizner had followed inter­ 
national law as practiced in the last 
fifty years of the country’s history.

GOVERNMENT PE R F ID Y 
THE INDIANS. 
Whee Helen Hon! Jackson published 
ber ‘ ‘Century of Dishonor” there were 
numerous criticisms cf tbe work, the 
judgment cf politicises being that she 
merely wrote from a sympathetic point 
of view, which a woman would naturally 
do, and that her charges against the 
government were founded on theory and 
noton faot. The work, 
however, at­ 
tracted widespread attention, and Mrs. 
Jackson’s pathetic story of government 
perfidy toward the Indians led to vari­ 
ous investigations respecting her state* 
men ta, end to-day it seems that the gov­ 
ernment’s dishonesty end broken faith 
with the Indians is confessed by all men 
save a few heartless Indian agents. 
There have been some bloody Indian 
ware during tbe past few years, but who 
is responsible for them? Mot tbe Indi­ 
ans altogether by any means. One has 
to read history only to learn tbe prime 
cause of the Indian outbreaks. The 
shameless perfidy of the government 
the mercenary and dishonest spirit cl! 
many cf those sent as agents among the 
tribes, have been a poweiful cause of the 
Indian troubles. 
W hit are eome of tbe 
immediate pledges on tbe part of the 
government ? 
It was solemnly agreed In 1889 with 
tbe Blocz, that rn return for their lands 
they should receive— I. $150,000 for tbe 
support of their schools. This agree 
ment was grossly violated on tbe part of 
the government. 
2. $200,000 to compensate them for 
ponies taken in 1876-7. This agreement 
was also broken by tho government. 
8. $187,009 to compensate the Blow 
Creek Sioux for a redaction in their per 
capita allowance of land bclov that of 
others. The government failed to make 
good this agreement. 
4. $32,000 to purchase land for tbe 
Santee Sioux. This agreement was like­ 
wise treated with contempt by tbe gov­ 
ernment. 
5. By an agreement made with Sioux 
in December, 1889, they *were to receive 
at once $389,009 for ceded territory. 
The government got the territory but 
the Indians haven’t got their money, and 
hundreds of them are thereby plaoed in 
a starving aEd turbulent condition. 
6. By agreement with the Indians the 
goveimnent .was to furnish 
them 21 
ounces of beef and IC ounces of bread­ 
stuffs for eaoh Indian per day, but by 
the government's way of fulfilling the 
treaty the Indians get less than -five curies 
of beef and four ounces of fionr per day. 
But there is something else aa grossly 
perfidious on the part of the government 
as these recent violations of solemn 
treaties. In the Forum for February 
will be found an article on Indian affairs 
by the Hon. Hiram Price, ex-Indian 
commissioner. la the course of the ar­ 
ticle he makes the startling assertion: 
During the four years ending October 
IO, 1883, agreements were entered into 
between Indians and different attorneys, 
and were approved by the government, 
by which these attorneys were to receive 
from tbe Indians $755,221.28 for col­ 
lecting from the government money said 
to be due the Indians. 
Verily a more outrageous pieoe of Ie 
gtlized robbery could not be imagined. 
I* it any wonder that the Indians are 
turbulent and that frequent outbreak! 
take place ? The man in tbe parable who 
fell in c o g thieves did not get into mush 
worae bands than does the unfortunate 
Indian who makes a treaty with the 
United {States government.

Had him hauled off by two stalwart in­ 
fantrymen. 
The court had finished its labors and 
gone. 
The correspondents had gone, 
b u t presum ably only to renew ed labors. 
The various journals throughout the 
northw est th a t had so confidently pre­ 
dicted the sum m ary dism issal of the 
offending lieutenant were now in a some­ 
w h at difficult position. They had started 
in to prove th e officer a blackguard and 
the private a m arty r; the result w as ex­ 
actly the opposite, and th e problem was 
now how to get out of th e pickle. To the 
average m an, soldier or civilian, the co n ­ 
sciousness of having publicly w ronged a 
fellow7 being w ould have proved a source 
of distress so deep th a t n othing short of 
retraction as public and apology as far 
reaching as th e affront w ould satisfy 
th e offender. 
But, in its Jovelike a t­ 
titu d e as censor of th e m orals and m an­ 
ners of th e people, th e press has no such 
qualm s of conscience. 
As one em inent jo u rn alist expressed 
it, “ Of course we are sorry w e are m is­ 
led som ew hat, b u t we can’t take back 
w hat has been said; th a t in ju res th e pa­ 
per.” 
And of course as betw een in ju r­ 
ing th e paper and in ju rin g th e m an it 
is th e m an w ho m ust suffer. 
A nother 
gifted editor, in whose eyes no benefit 
w as quite to be com pared w ith free ad ­ 
vertising, expressed him self as consider­ 
ing th a t “ T hat young fellow really 
ought to feel very m uch obliged to us, 
nine-tenths of th e people m ight never 
have heard of him a t all if it hadn’t been 
for th is.” 
A nd he spoke in all serious­ 
ness. 
Of course tho correspondents them - 
[ selves had long since seen the inevitable 
results, and had duly prepared th eir re­ 
sum e of 
these journals prom ptly dropped the 
m atter a t once and for all as no longer 
w orthy of atten tio n , others transferred 
their assaults from the array of lieuten­ 
ants to th e array of courts m artial. 
O thers still, too deeply com m itted to 
extricate them selves, threw’ open th eir 
colum ns to any dam aging story affecting 
the arm y w hich th eir correspondents 
could fabricate; and those papers w hich 
m ade any reference to th e facts elicited 
before th e court did so in th e sm allest 
type, but head lined the item in sarcastic 
or explosive big capitals 
The P alladium , or rath er its editorial 
head, when explaining m atters to a knot 
of m en a t th e club, quietly justified the 
course of his paper by saying: “ W e did 
not send Mr. A bram s there at all. 
He 
had gone to C entral C ity on some per­ 
sonal business of his ow n, to look into 
some property, and w hile th ere this Mr 
Schonberg, a w ealthy, prom inent, and. 
as we suposed, reputable business m an, 
told him about the offensive m anners of 
the officers to th e people, and offered to 
prove th a t they would be insulted and 
ostracised if they ventured to visit the 
garrison; and A bram s got w arm ed up 
and telegraphed to the m anaging editor 
th a t he wras ‘on to a good thing, 
and so 
we wrired him to go ahead.’ 
Bat a 
junior m em ber of the editorial staff 
frankly adm itted th at ho, in common 
w ith other journalists, h a d 'for sixteen 
years been “ laying” for a chance, as he 
expressed it, to get in a good w hack at 
the young W est Pointer, and here they 
thought they had it. 
M eantim e th e record had gone to de­ 
partm ent headquarters for th e action of 
the general com m anding, and L aw ler 
w ent w ith it to fight th e case to the last. 
There w as not a soul at Ryan th a t did 
not know th at, though the lips of the 
court were sealed, the finding had been 
“ not guilty" on every possible specifica­ 
tion. 
All L aw ler could hope to do now 
was to persuade the general to pick the 
proceedings to pieces and rasp the court 
in his review of th e case; but even this 
proved fu tile 
The general, it seemed, 
would do nothing of the kind; it was 
even hinted th a t he rasped L aw ler for 
the very one sided investigation th a t he 
m ade a t th e outset.

would plead guilty to desertion, g u ilty 
to th eft, guilty to assault, guilty to an y ­ 
thing, if the m ajor w ould only get him 
aw ay from the terrible scowls and curses 
of his erstw hile com panions. 
Only if 
the m ajor would b u t believe him , he 
really had never struck tho corporal a t 
all; he had hurled the pepper iii his eyes 
and run. 
B rent, blinded and raging, 
had rushed in pursuit, and had struck 
his head against tho sharp edge of the 
brick pillar a t the south end of the troop 
barracks. 
Very possibly this w as true; 
for the gash w as deep and jagged. 
A nd B rent w as convalescing rapidly, 
b u t betw een tho ladies of th*1 Lane, Bro­ 
die, Cross and G raves households stood 
in danger of being killed w ith kindness. 
There w as ju st the least little spark of 
jealousy am ong the wom en of the in ­ 
fantry because it w as to a com parative 
stranger th a t he should have revealed 
his identity, and by hor bo b ro ught to 
the front a t so suprem e a m om ent.

On one 
pretext or another she avoided him, anc 
poor Hearn, wounded, utterly unable to 
account for this sudden change, utterly 
incapable of fathoming a woman’s whim 
was now plunged in the depths of a dis­ 
tress exceeding that from which he had 
inst emerged.

you; you are not wanted where you are.”
